Dr. J. H. Wesley, M.O.H. 



"The sower on Gorham St. 
doesn't go far enough and the creek 
is being polluted," Dr. J. If. Wesley, 
M.O.H., informed Newmarket town 
council on Monday evening. 

"•There are some houses that 
aren't connected with the seweis 
at all and have drainage to the 
creek," said Councillor Wm. Dixon. 

"The difficulty ahout connecting 
with the Gorham St. sewer has 
been cleared up." reported Reeve 
Fred A. Lundy. 

'•There Is quite an improvement 
In the dump," said Dr. Wesley. 
"The ^arb.i^e is being dumped 
aiound the edge. 

"The papers burning there arc 
causing an odor and a targe num- 
ber of eggs have been dumped (here 
and have not hecn covered up. On 
the west side the garbage Is 
tumbling over to C.N.R. property. 
If you'd let the board of health 
have their way. It would have been 
fixed up before now." 

In reply to a query from Mayor 
Dr. I* W. Dales, Councillor Wm. 
Dixon, chairman of the prorx:xty 
committee, said that ho had looked 
Into the matter and that was why 
there was an Improvement* 

"What Is to ho done in cases. 
where people have been ordered byj 
the ho.ird of health to put In Inside 
toilets when they can't connect 
with the sewers?" Councillor Dixon 
asked Dr. Wesley. 

Dr. Wesley stated that they 
would be allowed to keep their out- 
side toilets if they were not a 
nuisance. 

"There arc some townspeople 
who want lo put in inaide conven- 
icnce^nnd pay the town for them 
over n five-year period/' said Dr. 
Wesley. 

Dr. Wesley stated that people 
who had purchased the equipment 
but could not get a plumber to do 
the work would be treated with 
leniency. 

"Unfortunately, there Is a war 

on -and wc can't have everything 
we want," said Dr. Wesley. "They 
will have the work done as soon as 
possible." 

As residents on Gorham St. had 
protested because the sewer was 
below average depth. Reeve Fred 
A. Lundy explained to the council. 
the town engineer had made a 
chart to simplify the finding of the 
starting point for digging.

FIGHT, URGES 

G.B. THOMPSON 



"If we did half as much as the 
fighting boys are doing, we 
would raise this money in one 
day" G. B. Thompson, Holland 
Landing, told Main St. shoppers 
in Newmarket on Saturday night 
over an effective loud-speaker 
system arranged by Stewart 

Bcare. 

J. L. R. Bell of Victory loan 
headquarters introduced Mr. 
Thompson, the well-known East 
Gwillimbury fox farmer, a star 
salesman in preceding loans and 
a working committee man in this 

loan. 

"We have been at war for 
nearly five years," said Mr- 
Thompson to his Water St. to 
Millard Ave. audience. "During 
that time we have had to build 
up an army, with tanks, boats, 
bombers, bombs, bullets and all 
that goes with an army. 

"Over 700,000 of our men have 
volunteered. Over 20,000 of our 
eirls are in uniform — the cream 
of the land. We have an army 
overseas. We have 200,000 in 
the air force. We have a large 
navy. Wc have 70,000 of our 
boys in the navy. This has 
taken a lot of money, and will 
take a lot of money. 
- 'There are 20,000 of our 
Canadian boys killed or missing. 

"We have lost 200 boys, 
(British and American) missing 
or killed, air crew each day for 
this last 12 days, making a total 
of 2,400 men lost in 12 days, and 
we arc just starling. 

"Now what arc we at home 
going to do about all this? It 
lakes a lot of money. This wc 
can do and should do, supply the 
tools for the boys, so that they 
may at least have a fair chance 
to do the fighting. 

"These v boys are fighting for 
you and me. These boys are 
giving their all for you and me. 
At home there are no bombs 
being dropped. We have plenty 
to eat and are able to sleep. 
Are we going to stand behind 
these boys and girls? Arc we 
going to be able to look these 
boys and girls in the face when 
they come homo and say: 'We 
did our best'? 

"There are mothers watching 
the papers every day, watching, 
hoping and praying. 

"What does all this mean to 
us? Surely wc can at least lend 
the money. You will get it all 

back with interest. You will 
feel better if you lend your 

money. Your $100, $500 and 

$1,000 might save some boy or 

girl. 

"Come on, North York. Let 

us put this loan over. Let us 
show Hitler that we arc behind 
our fighting men. Wc will be 
doing only our duty. 

"Our boys stand out as the 

best in the world. Wc have a 
great country, a country the boys 
are fighting to save. Arc wo 
going lo let them down? Let Its 
save our money and put it into 
Victory bonds. 

"Let us save to put money 
into Victory bonds and help 
bring our boys ami girls home. 
Let us save for a rainy day. 
Victory bonds are the best 
investment ihe world has to 
offer today. Your country needs 
your money."

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A DISTINGUISHED VISITOR 

Miss Agnes .Macphail, who will speak in 
Newmarket on Friday, has given great service 
to the people of Canada. The farmers of Grey 
had in. her a fighting representative in the 
dominion parliament for many years, one who 4 
never tireci of prodding successive Liberal and 
Conservative governments to action. She brought 
about an inquiry into, and (it is hoped) reform 
of, Canada's penitentiary system. She played 
a part in bringing about old age pensions. 

During the depression years she worked for 
• assistance to the economic unfortunates in city 
and country. She never tired .of trying to save 
Canada's human assets, and of pointing out 
measures necessary to keep Canada's fanners on 
their farms.. Canada's food production today 
owes not a little to Agnes Macphail and other 
parliamentarians who took up the farmers 
plight during the depression yearsv 

Now Miss Macphail finds herself a member of 
the Ontario legislature as the representative of 
the largely industrial riding of East York, 
although it includes Stouffville, Markham town- 
ship and part of North York township, one of 
the best farming districts in the province. She 
is a member of the GGF* of course, and lots 
of people would dismiss her as a "doctrinaire 

socialist." There is nothing doctrinaire about 
Miss MacphaiL She is as practical as she can be, 
making ideas her servants, not her master. 

Some of the people who are now expounding 
the dangers of the C.C.F. are as "doctrinaire" 
as they say the C.CF„ is. They say that the 
C.C.P. has bound itself hopelessly to the ideal 
of state socialism and state ownership of all 
business undertakings, even farms. These same 
people are inclined to be doctrinaire capitalists. 
They don't believe in any form of public owner- 
ship. They, would turn the Ontario Hydro- 
Electric over to private ownership if they had 
their way. They would probably give the post 
office business to a private enterpriser. 

The attitude of the majority of people today, 
however, whether they associate themselves with 
the Progressive-Conservative, the Liberal or the 
C.C.F. party, is to judge each undertaking and 
each proposal on its merits. In spite of all the 
lectures about the evils and dangers of public 
ownership, there still remains substantial 
public sentiment in favor of public ownership. 
The Liberal government at Ottawa will have 
stars in its crown some day for making and 
keeping Trans-Canada Airways a publicly- 
owned undertaking. There will be other public- 
ownership undertakings, whatever party may be 
in power. Some of them will be a success 
and some a failure, but gradually we will go 
forward by trial and experiment to a more 
efficiently organized world. 
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much better protection than the game-warden 
system. 

A few weeks ago we were discussing in these 
columns the establishment of provincial parks 
in King and Whitchurch townships, close to 
Ontario's principal centre of population. The 
hills and vales of King township particularly lend 
themselves to such a purpose. Lakes are not 
lacking as stopping-places for ducks and geese, 
if a bird "refuge" were included. Tracts of land 
would have to be purchased and the co-operation 
of residents would have to be secured to carry 
out a general program of restoration such as 
■contemplated in the Davis-Mayall report on King 
township. , : ■ 

York county council has already done a good 
deal ,of reforestation in Whitchurch township, 
hut a provincial park would be more than a 
county asset. It would be a double asset to .the 
people of, Toronto, offering easily accessible 
enjoyment of the outdoors to the city's residents 
(on a larger scale than Toronto's own High 
Park), and attracting visitors from the United 
States and other parts* of Ontario and Canada 
to the Toronto district; It would also be an 
asset to the province, contributing to Ontario's 
gasoline and tourist 'revenues.

SOCIALIZING CANADA , 

<New Liskeard Speaker) 

The people of Canada must make up their 
minds pretty soon whether they favor private 
initiative and enterprise or whether they want 
elected' representatives to think and tell them 
what to work at, grow or do. 

Within the past few weeks the province of 
Quebec has taken over a large private power 
company, and the net result, probably, so far 
as power users will be concerned will be that 
they may get their power a little cheaper — the 
amount of federal government taxes which will 
no longer have to be paid— just the same as 
residents in some sections of Ontario benefit 
because Hydro pays no dominion taxes. 

It begins to look as though the people of 
Canada will be called upon to shoulder the 
burden of air transport after the war. Mr. Howe 
has announced that no large private company will 
be allowed to operate in Canada and the T.C.A. 
is to have practically a monopoly on all 
important air business. Wit the history of 
C.N.R. deficits be repeated in T.C.A.? 

The other day a western Canada weekly 
editor suggested that before Canada embarks on 
the socialization of industry involving the 
management of railways, banks, insurance and

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 

. . (New Xiskeard Speaker) 

- 

Before embarking upon any elaborate program 
of state ownership of existing businesses or 
the entering into competition with present 
enterprises it might.be advisable to take a leaf 
from the files of experience and profit thereby. 
We know what it cost Canada before the war 
to operate a railroad, and a steamship company. 
In Britain during the last war the government 1 
operated the coal mines and in addition to 
paying some £44,000,000 saw production drop 



from 268 tohs per man per year to 176 and then 
bounce back to 316 tons per man per year when 
the mines were returned to private owners. The 
decrease took place despite the fact workers had 
their pay increased. ..." 

During the depression both Great Britain and 
the United States tried schemes to put men to 
work and it was only in Britain that any marked 
success was noted, or that percentage of employ- 
ment increased. United States tried the system 
of a vast public works program using public 
funds while Britain chose to stay with private 
enterprise and sound finance and unlike the 
United States, which trebled her national debt, 
Britain balanced her budget and reduced the 
debt.v Industrially United States had 72 percent* 
of the production Of 1920 in 1938 while Britain 
reached 116 percent From, the employment 
angle United States had 82 percent employed 
while the figure for Britain stood at 104. 
.We hear a. great deal about the success of 
socialization in Russia- and the argument that if 
it worked in Russia it would work in Canada. 
The facts as reported by Colin Clark, a highly 
regarded authority on Russian, statistics, show. 

that food consumption which after 1917 improved 
in all other countries actually went down in 
-Russia until in 1934 it was "25 percent below 
where it stood prior to the war of 1914-18. to 
Jhc *30's Sir Jdhn Grr found that the food con- 
sumption in Russia was 30 percent less than the 
level of the poorest fed ten percent in Great 
Britain. 

Perhaps some of these contemplated acts will 
be of benefit to Canada and are justified; Who 
knows? It is time that Canadians decided to 
give a little thought to the question of Whether 
or not they want Canada socialized, for after all 
socialism is socialism whether it Is put into 
effect by Liberal, Conservative or C.C.F. 
Frankly speaking The Speaker favors a system 
which will encourage a person to use his 
ingenuity, and enterprise to improve his lot, and 
not one where the state assumes all responsibility. 
Let's look carefully before we leap.

And there are all kinds of 
new dishes and clothes and 
jewellery made out of the most 
extraordinary things— milk and 
coal and wood and what have 
you— till we begin to feel there 
will soon be no waste by- 
products. 

One thing about work which 
r think is rather wonderful is 
that since war began work has 
taken on dignity— its ramifica- 
tions are so immense— so spec- 
tacular—that of very necessity, 
it assumes the.place in the sun, 
from which it should never have 
been ousted. 

Men and women have dis- 
covered new wells of strength 
and skill and knowledge, hidden 
for long, but ready to field a 
flood of strength when the need 
arose. They are finding that 
working with their hands can 
require as much finesse, as real 
an art, though of a different 
calibre, as working with their 
heads. 

These men and women will 
see different aspects of educa- 
tion from that which sufficed 
their parents, and consequently 
their children will find wider 
and different and more adven- 
turous paths of knowledge than 
the children of yesterday. 

But, apart from all this, there 
are always the old work ways, 
too, especially for women— the 
housekeeping, the sewing and 
knitting and all the other items 
of a woman's work. 

We have not yet come to all 
the wonderful new houses, where 
touching a button changes a 
room and where, if we can 
believe what we are told, work 
will be reduced to a minimum 
and we will all have time for 
the things wo often crave to do 
but rarely find time for. 

But today, what all this pre- 
amble is leading up to is the 
war work done by our Pine 
Orchard Institute from May L 
1943, to May 1, 1944. and I just 
thought of it as multiplied by 
similar Institutes all over Can- 
ada and so, had an urge to put 
it on paper and here it is. 

Socks, 47 pairs; quilts, large, 
14, small, one; knitted wool 
afghans, two; mitts, two pairs; 
knitted wool caps, two; print 
dresses, four 14-year-olds. 

Flannelette layettes, four; 
dresses, eight; slips, eight; 
diapers, 46; knitted wool bonnets. 
two; flannelette sleepers, 12; 
one girl's knitted sweater; one' 
made-over silk dress; one made- 
over crepe dress; one made-over 
boy's suit. 

Everything was made as care- 
fully and prettily as if for our 
own, and it was a work of love 
for we knew the need and it 
seemed such a wonderful thing 
to have a hand in relieving it 
It glorified the sometimes tire- 
some task of sewing and knitting 
and made us feel that the 
smallest thing done in a great 
cause, itself catches something of 
that greatness.

VIMY VETERAN TELLS 
OF WORK WITH RLIND 



Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind taggers will be on the 
streets of Newmarket on Saturday. 
Mrs. J. E. Morris is in charge of 
the canvass and tag. 

CapL M. C. Robinson, who, as 

the youngest sergeant-major in the 
Canadian army 27 years ago. lost 
his sight at VJmy Ridge, learned to 
be a masseur. He returned to 
Canada and practised for a time in 
Fort William and. later, in Victoria. 

Fifteen years ago he was appoint- 
ed to the supei'intendency of the 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind for the provinces of Alberta 
and British Columbia and is now 
national director for all of western 
Canada. He was a member of the 
committee which arranged for and 
carried out the evacuation of the 
Japanese from . British Columbia 
when Japan went to war with 
Great Britain. 

The other day he was addressing 
a group of Ontario ladies Interested 
In the work of the Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind. 

"The fact that there are 12,546 
blind people In Canada impresses 
me/' he anid. "It inspires me to 
think that over 1,200 of them are 
working under the auspices of the 
C.N.I.B- The amount of money 
they earn Is of great Interest and 
Importance. 
."However. I do not thnk one can 
get the true picture of what the 
Institute actually means unleas be 
knows of individual cases. I think 
of the little girl who lived In the 
Queen Charlotte Islands and who 
was brought by the Institute to 
Vancouver, where she stumbled 
over the curbs as she was guided 
from the boat to our offices. I 
think of her now, back In her 
northern island home, her sight 
restored. 

•T think of a middle-uged man in 
Newfoundland working at a broom- 
making machine, a smite on his 
Una, a song In his heart. He Is 
blind, but he is happy, for he has 
work to do— a place In the world. 

"I think of an old lady in n small 
Ontario town. On her lap Is n 
Braille book. She la contentedly 
living out her life. 

"If It had not been for the Cana- 
dian National Institute for the 
Blind, an organization which has 
been made possible by the generos- 
ity and good sense .of Canadian 
people, this little girl In the Queen 
Chai lotto Islands would not have 
received the attention which saved 
her sight. The cheerful blind man 
In Newfoundland would have had 
no job. The old lady In the Utile 
Ontario town would not have been 
taught -to rend Braille nnd would 
have spent her declining years In 

lonely misery- 

'To mc these arc the things that 
matter. I like to hear of the num- 
bers of blind people employed, and 
the amount of business done by tbe 
blind men and women who oper- 
ate tobacco nnd refreshment 
stands, and of the number of pi ^ra 
of glasses which have boon supplied 
through the Institute, but it la be- 
CHii.se of the Individual cases I 

know. In which the services! of the 
Institute have meant the difference 
between light and darkneus in a 
definite human life, that I do not 
hesitate to come to the public and 
risk them for the funds necessary 
to carry on the Institute's work." 
Tho annual campaign is now in 
progress, ending with n tag day on 
.Saturday. Make nil cheques pay- 
able to the Canadian National In- 
stitute for the Blind.

As any garden, you must keep 
your rock garden weeded and 
cultivated. The first winter 1 \t 
would be very wise to protect 
the garden with a covering of 
evergreen boughs, excelsior or 
marsh hay. Straw or manure 
should never be used. 

Now we come to the selection 
of plants suitable for our part 
of Ontario. Achillea Argentea, 
silvery foliage, four inches high, 
blooms May to August. Ajuga 
Reptans, blue flower, reddish 
foliage, four to eight inches 
high, blooms early, spreads 
easily. Allyssum Saxatde, 
yellow, ten inches. May to "June. 
Anchusa Myosotidiflora, blue, 12 
inches, early. Anemone Pulsa- 
tilla, violet and gold, ten inches, 

early. 

Aquilegia Alpina, blue, 18 
inches, May to June. Arabis 
Alpina, single and double, white 
or pink. Arcnaria Montana, six 
inches. May to June. Armeria 
Staticc, Thrift, pink, ' compact 
clumps. Aster Alpinus, six 
inches, blue, late bloomer. Aub- 
retia Deltoidea, pink to crimson, 
six inches. Bellis Perennis. 
English daisy, white to red. 
Campanula Carpatica, dwarf 

bluebells. 

Delphinium, Chinese ever- 
blooming hybrids. Dianthus 
Alpinus, dwarf pinks, June to 
July.

These arc all rock-plants I 
have tried and found good in 
our climate. Tlien we have lots 
of annuals suitable for a rock- 
cry, such as, Portulacca, Petun- 
ias, Phlox Drummondi, Nastur- 
tium, Nemophila, Nemesia, 
Alyssum Minimum and others. 

All the small bulbs, Snow- 
drops, grapchyaclnths and dwarf 
tulips are good, as are most of 
the wild flowers, hepaticas, 
violets, blood-root, trlUiums and 
the whole line of these early 
bloomers.

Tomorrow's Blood Clinic 
May Save Many lives 

(By Leonora Starr, Newmarket 
Red Cross) 

A bomb crashes into a London 
tenement. Several persons are 
carried out from the wreckage 
badly hurt. Perhaps two or 
three seem certain to die from 
loss of blood before they can 
reach the hospital. But aid is 
at hand. 

Among the medical supplies 
rushed to the scene, sealed quart 
bottles contain precious liquid. 

It is blood-plasma given freely 
by healthy folk in other cities, 
perhaps in Canada or the United 
States for just such an emergen- 
cy. Expert doctors give trans- 
fusions on the spot and more 
lives are saved. 

A great army of civilians, 
eager to give what they can far 
the cause of freedom and to help 
the suffering, have volunteered 
to supply the life-preserving 
fluid from their own bodies. 
In England the army blood 
transfusion service has its head* 
quarters In the soi/thwest 
counties, where a hundred 
thousand donors, ranging from 
18 to 80 years of age, give a pint 
of blood each at intervals of 
about three months. In Can* 
fldian and American cities too 
thousands of folk are enrolled on 
the lists of voluntary blood 
donors for Britain, 

The blood of each of us belongs 
to one of four types, apparently 
independent of race or even 
family relationship. Unless the 
donor's blood is of the same type 
as the patient's, the transfusion 
may prove fatal to the latter. 

During the Great War an 
American with the British 
medical service, Dr. O. H. 
Robertson, pioneered the idea of 
taking blood from healthy 
soldiers behind the lines and 
storing it by refrigeration for 
emergency use.
